Contracts Have Been Let For Er- 


ection of 500— Room House to 


be Owned by Occupants 


RENTAL PRICES INCREASE. 
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THE .DAILY REPUBLICAN, RUSHVILLE, IND. 


Tenants Wishing to Purchase an 


Apartment May Take Possession 


And Pay Monthly Payments 


Boston, March 26—The housing 


situation here is aente according to 
real estate authorities and contrac- 
tors, who hold out little hope of re- 
lief until the cost o'f building mater-' 
ial is lowered and construction re- 
sumed. 


The shortage o'f private dwellings 


and apartments is due to a. great ex- 
tent to the fact th'at during the war 
there was -very little building. The 
ond of the war found , material so 
expensive that both individuals and 
contractors hesitated to build. 


The chief demand at present is for 


apartments of ifrom ' one to five 
rooms and houses of five room. An 
apartment consisting of living room, 
bedroom, 'bath and kitchenette which 
in 1914 rented for from $20 to $30, 
brought from $35 to $.jO last year, 
and at 'present rents for 
between 


$40 to $80 a month. 


Contracts have been let here for 


the erection of a 500-room apart- 
ment block, the apartments af which 
will be sold to the. tenants. 


The plans call 
for 
apartments 


from 1 to 6 rooms. In addition the 
building will have a community kit- 
chen, recreation hall, 
dining room 


music hall, roolf garden -and sleeping 
pornhes. 


Tenants wishing to purchase 
an 


apartment may take possession and 
pay monthly -installments 
in 
the 


same manney in which rent is paid. 
These installments will be applied to 
the purc3ra.se price and the tenant 
will be <riven a deed to his apartment 
when he comipletes his payments.

monthly 
"rent-installments" 


will be murt less tJian the average 
rent for an apartment.
